1. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the special technical feature of Group I is a thin 
layer of amorphous hafnium oxide with a density less than 8 gm/cm 3 . This special technical 
feature does not share the special technical feature since the Group II method claims do not 
require a density of less than 8 gm/cm 3 . Hence there is no unity of invention and Lack of Unity 
is held by the Examiner.
